FORMATION OF POLISH ORGANIZATIONS Ti SHANGHAL 


In Shanghai, as a result of the oreatioa of the Polish Republic of 1918, the 
“Polish Committees” was organized with the motto "Unity with the Fatherland and 
Obedience to Government". This Committees was a cultural and charitable society, 
non-political in nature. Until December 1941, there was a Polish Legation at 26 
Route Delastre/83 Route Pichon at which Stanislew B. k. da Rosset was the Acting 
Consul General and Piotr kroz was Chanoslior. 


After the departure from Shanghai in August 1942 of the Polish Lagation Staff, 
the Executive Committee of the Polish Residents Association at 41 Route Cohen, 
telephons 70013, was charged with the care. ef Polish nationals residing in China; 
the Polish Residents Association was a semi-officials organization represcnting 


‘the entire Polish comuunity and recognized by the Japanese authorities. 
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in 1941-1942 the Exeoutive Comittee of the Polish Residents Association consisted 
of the following: 
Chairman: Dr. Stanislew Tomaszewski (Tomashevsky), Mo D., 818/B Avenue Joffre 
Vice Chairman: Stanislaw Kasprszyk, former Polish officer, 4 succeesaful 
businessman and partner of the brothers Molostvoy, contractors for the 
Japanese Army and Navy; Kasprzyk died of nicotine poisoning in Peiping in 
January 1946.

Beginning in March 1941, Jewish refugees frou Poland started to arrive in anand, 
from Siberia via Harbin end/or Japan. The relations of these Jewish refugees with 
local Polish citugens of non-Jevish origin vere not cordial.«these Jevish refugees 
frequently applied to the Polish kResidenta Association for assistance and joent 
Polish residents noted t1at the SSR allowed these Polish Jewish refugees to travel, 
in the Far Rant via Siberia whil,: many Poles of non-Jewish origin wore compelled to 
revain Ln Siberia in concentration camps, 

fn Shanghai, Polish Jewish refugves fram Europe were supported by the Inter. 
national Red Cross and by local Jewish benevolent organizations: about 40 un- 
employed porsons were dependent on charity, being suoported by the Polish Resi~ 
dents Association. . 


Among Polish Jewish refugeos in Shanchad were the so-called "eshibott", who- 
wébe students of the Jewish Relisious Seminary at Volosnin, Poland; this group 
in Shanghai totalled about 300 persons, They resided in Japan for a few months 
and later arrive] in Shanghai, These “eshibotir yere knot as the mest ortho 
dox followers of the Jewish faith and of the traditions of Kastern Jewry. Soon 
after the capitulation of Japan, these “eshibott' were practically ali. sent to 
the United States, mostly to New York, with the assistance of the Jewish Joint 
Distribution Committee,

The majority of Polish Jewish refugees in Shanghai weleoed the organization of the 
Polish (iberation Committee satablished in Koscow which wae later transferred to 
fnblin in the liberated areas of Poland and subsequently became the presSoviet Polish 
fovermant in Warsaw. Polish Jewish refugees in Shanghai expected that the Soviet 
Goverment would patronize Jewish people end they would have complete liberty and even 
obtain dominant positions in the administration and econamic life of Poland; they 
expected that the new Poland created with USSR assistance would be completely demo. 
cratic and the Jewish population could freely conduct trade and commerce as before, 
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10, When a branch of the All-Slav Union (Moscow) was organized in Shanghai with a 
Pelish Section, this Section ws supported by the majority of Polish citizens in 
Shanghai, ineludinz both the old Polish residents and the refugees, For a period, 
the Polish Section of the All-Slav Unton in Shanghai was headed by Dr. S. Tomas< 
zewsii, Chairman of the Polish Residents Association, later, when the USSR biroke 
relations with the Polish Government in Dxile in London, Dr. Tomaszewski and rest of 
the old Polish residents in Shanghai left the Polish Section of the AllxSlav tion.

ih, AfScr the capitulation of Japan, the majority of Polish Jewish refugces in Shange 
hai inmigrated to the United States, Australia » Canada, etc, with the assistance 
of UNRRA, the Jewish Joint Distribution Committee and related organizations. Only 
a few Polish Jews returned to Poland fron Shanzhai; most of these were members of 
the Communist Party of Poland or were pro-Commnist sympathizers who expected to 
obtain prominent positions in a new pro-Soviet Poland. Some obtained Polish passe 
ports of the Warsaw Government but preferred to immigrate to the United States. 


12. In 1946 the staff for the Polish Legation in China and for the Shanghai Polish Consulate 
arrived in Shaughai from Poland, The Shanghai Polish Consulate started a registration 
of Polish citizens; only a few more than 400 Polish citizens, mostly Polish Jewish 
refugees, registered with ths Shanghai Polish Consulate. The Polish Ambassador to 
China, M. Derenioz, went back to Poland after a brie? stay in China,and at present 
Poland is represented by Staaislaw Kostaraki, Charge/d'Affairos, who resides in Nanking 
and only psriodically visits Shanghai, .

Polski will be self-supporting, According to Kostarski, all Polish citizens who wish 
to have their papers in order must become members of the Polish Citizens Association 
"Dom Polski"; after becoming members, they can apply for their papers to the Polish 
Legation in Nanking through the Polish Citizens Association "Dom Polski" in Shanghai . 
Father F. Stawarski, Roman Catholic priest who is a Polish citizen, was compelled to 
register with the Polish Citizens Association "Dom Polski" in order to have proper 
papers to leave Shanghai for France, This situation also forced fifteen priests to 
register with the Association; these priests had come to Shanghai from Shuntefu with 
Bishop F. Krauze.
